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Japanese  Sabbage 

This  plant  is  like  a Cos  Lettuce  in  aspect,  rather  than  like  a real  Cabbage.  It  forms  a 
tall,  fine  head,  no  failure  at  all  as  we  often  see  in  case  of  Cabbage,  weighing  often  8-10  lbs. 
Leaves  large,  light  green,  crimped  at  the  edges,  with  broad,  white  midrib.  Of  far  melder  and 
better  flavour  than  any  cabbage,  it  may  be  eaten  raw  as  salad,  or  boiled,  minced  and  seasoned 
with  butter.  Should  be  sown  during  spring  and  summer  for  use  in  the  autumn  or  winter.
